In the House of Commons, Captain W. Wedgewood Benn asked whether 
the contracts for four new-capital ships would be susperided pending the 
Washington disarmament conference. Mr. Lloyd George replied-that the 
British Government in replacing cbsolete skips did not contemplate a 
building programme in reply to those of other powers.. As 2 result of frank 
and candid discussion with the principal naval powers it might be possible 
to avoid anything in the nature of competitive building, but it would be a 
derelistion of duty on the part. of the Admiralty t> allow the 
efficiency, training and morale of the Navy ‘to Sdeterforate from 
neglect and not provide it with the best material." It ts also imperative to 
avoid irrevocable loss of time and building facilities which might make it 
impossible to maintain our sea security if it threatened, These are reasons 
which make it essential that the Government proceed with {ts palicy of re 
placing obsolete capizal ships and this necessity is not dffected by the 
possible success or failure of the Washington conferences.”.

MANILA TRADE. 


AMERICAN SHIPPING. 
a 
GENERAL WOOD'S VIEWS. 

Manila, July 4.—Strong measures 
to put American commerce on its 
feet and the transformation of Manila 
into a trade base, were urged by 
Major-General Leonard Wood in a 
recent address here before 
American Chamber of Commerce. 

American shipping would have to 
be subsidized, he said, either through 
the sale of government vessel: to 
private owners at a fraction of their 
original cost, or by leases to private 
operators on terms which would make 
the use of these vessels profitable. 
He added that America had indulged 
in too much “verbal massage” after 
the war as a solution of her shipping 
problem.” 

General Wood further spoke as 
follows — 

“Some 15 years ago Mr. Forbes 
and I were on a committee for the 
development of Philippine commerce, 
and we had dreams at that time of 
making Manila a great free port—a 
port which could compete successful. 
ly with any otber in the Far East— 
for the distribution of American 
goods. There is no reason why that 


should not be dene now, but before | sort. 


it can be “put over” we must have 
an intelligent and consistent foreign 
policy. : 
“We want better means of com- 
munication, not only throughout the 
Philippines, but across the Pacific. 
We ought to have a direct -cable. 
Your cable rates are very high, 
almost too high. for business unless 
the business is very profitable. We 
also want well equipped lines of 
American steamers. es 

A DERELICT FLEET, 

“We built about 15,000,000 dead-

In 8 very few weeks they 


were transferred to prisoners af war 
camps, in deference toa strong feeling 
in the Services that fighting men 
should not be punished for carrying 
out the orders of their superior officers. 
The Leipzig triais have been farcical, 
if'at all, because they were triala of 
subordinates who had to do what 
they were told. The bigger criminals 
should have been first arraigned, the 
hochgeboren schweinen who decided 
on policies of ruthlessness and fright- 
fulness, and ordered their brutes to 
be extra brutal. So far as the Head- 
lines referred to are concerned, you 
should not swallow their euggestions 
that the German Court has decided 


unjustly. If it bas erred towards 
injustice, the error has not been in 
favour of the prisoners, some of whom, 
legally speaking, may have been en- 
titled to be discharged scot free. The 
main point to be observed is that the 
convictions themselves, however light 
the sentences accompanying them, are 
assets that we should not lightly throw 
away. Our own re fesetatives at 
the trialx—-who wer | there to see 
fairplay—do not shari in the outburst 
of intense and passic, jate indignation 
that our newspapers hive been prat- 
ing of.- They applaud the justice of 
the procedure of the court aod ap- 
plaud the character and conduct of 
ite President. How should e gmbby 
newspaperman in. London, smelling 
of beer and onions, be more able to 
judge than selected men who were 
there and saw and heard all? 
It is advisable to remember also that 
these journalists are shrewdly aware 
how popular 'passion will incline, and

It 
was established for all time that what 
Jamieson did was wrong. The Boers 
were passionately indignant, because 
they wanted revence as well us justice. 
That is the trouble with the people 
now angry with the Leipzig Judge. 
They wanted revenge. They could 
have got it. perhaps, by insisting on 
a‘ tral” bya British court, but how 
could such a © trial” have impressed 
the world, or taught it a moral lesson 2 
The world would have said: These 
injured folk have exacted vengeance. 
That's that.’ When a German Court 
convicts Germans. the world says: 
© Hello! So it is now admitted, all 
round, generally, that even in war 


ifeertain things should not he done.” 


People at war are not food moral 
judges. and people who retain war's 
passions after the war is over are not. 
They were convinced that poison gas 
yas a crime (and it was) but they 
modified their talk when our own 
lot felt obliged to use it. There is 
nothing particularly disgraceful in 
getting angry with your countty’s 
enemies. Nothing natural is sinful, 
because God is responsible for nature. 
But it is immoral to pose as a Teason- 
able judge when you are in a paddy. 
These journalists are clearly wilful 
sinnets. because they cannot stilt be 
feeling enruged. When we think of 
some vf the things thoxe Germans 
did, we feel that it would be some 
satisfaction to see them suffering os 
they caused others to suffer. That's 
natural. To forgive yout enemies is 
unnatural. To worship justice-in the 
abstract is an acquired virtue, and to 


be falxe to your own ideal of it is sin. 
We prosecute each other for bigamy. 
because we believe bigamy wrong. but 
we would not (or should not) be angry 
with a Chinese judze or jury that let 
off lightly a Chinese with plurality 
of wives, whom we had forced them 
to bring to trial. That is a fair an- 
alozy. We profess to know better 
than the Chinese the ethics of poly- 
gamy, bu: we’ canrot pretend to be 
better than the Leipzig Germans, so 
long as the Jarieson trial and similar 
cases (e. g. Amritsar) are on record. 
The main thing, let us repeat, is that 
those Leipzig trials have vindicated 
international justice. and helped to 
establish a certain ideal which we 
consider the best. If all the pri- 
soners’ bad been acquitted as in- 
nocent, we might reasonably have 
complained, for we should in that 
case have lost the moral triumph these 
convictions give, a triumph. which, 
incidentally, our idiotic journalistic 
spokesmen have been throwing away. 
We have induced a high German 
court to pronounce that ‘‘ frightful- 
ness” is a wrong policy, Sir Hamar 
Greenwood has recently admitted in 
Parliament that in Ireland it is an 
uasuccessful policy, Almost we begin 
to fancy that civilization is showing 
signs of getting on.

The homour born of that tragedy,

LIGHTING IN SHIPS. 


MODERN NECESSITIES. 


SAYETY AND EFFICIENCY 
OF ELECTRICITY. 


The lighting of ships is 5 matter 
which bas commanded an increasing 
amount of sttention during the last 
few years, but, at pr°sext, there is 
little Literature available upon the 
gubject. It .is obviously one thst 
has many aspects because of the 
great variety of purposes .of which 
the ships are built and the enormons 
differences in their dimensions. 

Tn the case of, large vessels the 
amount of energy required for 1 ghting 
forms 0} emall fraction of the 

neusy Gee pod (rarel pore 


i 
mony impreviding tLe light that 1s 
nerded, In the case, however, of 
smaller vessels the possibilities of 
supply become more limited, and 
here the lighting is necessarily mote 
primitive. 

The lighting that is required in 
liner—which is practically a large 
floating hotel—differs from that re- 
quired in cargo vessels, but it 1s now 
convenient to light by electricity 
even the smaller sized vessels. 

VARIED’ LIGHTING REQUIREMENTS. 

A liner with its own clectric sup 

ly available for lighting requires 
Fgbt for many. purposes, and all the 
arts of illumination ate required. 
Generally speaking, all the advantages 
of modern land lighting cam be > 
corporated in the lighting of a vessel 
with few’ modifications: 8 ship cas, 
however, the advantage that the 
area to be illuminated is relatively 
sroall, so that the cost of distribation 
is not so important and the voltage 
may be selected largely with @ view 
to the co.venience and efficiency 
of the lamps used. Since the intro- 
duction of electricity on board ships 
there has been a marked improvement 
ia the amount.of illumination provid- 
ed. The lighting of the working 
parts of the ship appears to offer the 
eater room for-improvement. | 

The fret ship of the British Navy 
to be fitted with electric light was 
HLMS. ‘‘Polyrphemus” in about 1882 
or 1883 and shortly alterwa.ds 
ILMLS. “Edinbur_h,” “Collingwood,” 
“ Rodney,” “«Tmperieuse,” and 
“Werspite” were similarly fitted. 
In those days the carbon 
filament lamps showed such 
marked improvement over the former 
methods of lighting that clectric meas 
of illumination were rapidly adopud

in all of the important vessels, and 
we now find that almost ail ships have 
‘an electric equipment. 

| Apart from the improved ill- 
| amination, electric lighting has been 
| found to be safer, 50 much so that the 
‘premium charged, by Lloyd's for 
' electrically illuminated ships is con- 
siderably lower than for those hulls 
which are still depending on oil 
lamps. From the hygienic stand- 
point, too, the introduction of elec- 
tricity in boats has much to commend 
lit, since electric lamps, being com- 
pletely enclosed, cannot vitiate the 
atmosphere ot contaminate food- 
| stufis, The importance of this is 
 peatised- when on: remembers the 
‘limted smount of spsce available 
on board ship and the consequently 
| crowded conditions which must of 
‘a necessity prevail. 

\° Hitherto the lignting of ships does 
not s.em to have beea treated in 
the sam: systematic way as problems 


$ of interi.r illumination on land. 


Inspection of a s umber of specifica- 
tions shows that it is usual to allot a 
certain number of lighting points 
for a given area; and it is seldom 
that the of illumination 
and the poeition of the light sources 
| are defined, thoee matters often being 
left to the discretion of the contract. 
ELECTRICAL PLANT aft WIRING. 
The wiring of ships is a matter of 
paramount importance in view of the 
fact that exape from o ship at sea 
: is always accompanied by considerable 
danger, and, therefore, it is essential 
that the risk from tire from electrical 
defects be reduced to a minimum by 
the use of suitable fittings and wiring. 
Special attention has been given to 
the choice of material of the best 
and highest quality. The rules issued 
by the Institution of Electrical Engi- 
neers on ehip lighting embody. the 
most recent information and modern 
practice to ensure safety. One of 
tne most. important matters is to 
ensure that in passenger vessels there 
, are spare Yenerators to serve in case 
: of breakdown. At first it may seem 
® great waste or extravagant to have 
{ the electrical generating plant split 
‘up into a number of units, but the 
‘ thermal ethciency of the amall engines 
ai tult ood is much greater than large 
ones that ate under-run.
